German Objections Regarded As 
Already Answered — No 
More Notes to Be Received.

PARIS, May 31.—Premier Clem-| George Washington here 


enceau, as president of the peace 
conference, today replied to the last 
two German notes. The official 


statements on the replies have not 


yet been issued. 


The greater part of the objections |

than Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau, the head of the German peace 
mission at Versailles. 

Says Terms Must Be Changed. 

“If our opponents sincerely wish 
peace,’ he continued, “there is only 
one way-——-to amend the unaccept-

A 
burst of machine gun fire came from 
Pouilly immediately, the river being 
only 200 feet wide at that point. 
Hoenyck and Dietz ran for a stwne 
farmhouse, but both fell just before 
they reached it. Hoeyvnck was killed. 
and Dietz Was shot.through the arm. 

How River Was Crossed. 

“If Dietz had tried to move. he 
would have been killed. He lav there 
all that day by the side of his offi- 
cer's body. When night came. he 


crawled off, made his way back to.

him.

St. Louis Men Visit Homes. 

“T want to give the boys a chance 
to tell the home folks what is on their 
minds,” Maj.

The Pennsylvania Railroad has restored the 20-hour 
train between Chicago and New York which was sus- 
pended during the war. It has not restored the 24-hour 
service bétween St. Louis and New York. Inquiry by 
the Washington correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
discloses that the Railroad Administration does not | 
contemplate resuming the fast St. Louis-New York 
service.

THE WAR'S LASTING RESULTS.

I T IS impossible as yet for the world to |

estimate the armament effects 


the vast upheaval through which it is 


of its size and proportions. It 


the meaning of the 
many of its features deemed 
by the men of that period have proved 
but transitory, 
of less significance have grown greater 
in the light of subsequent events. The 


history of the present struggle will un- 


doubtedly be similar. It would be a haz- 


_ardous undertaking to predict its lasting 
effects upon human life and history. 


Yet even now certain things stand out 
with unmistakable clearness. The war 


| has struck a stunning blow at the last 


stronghold of medievalism and despot- 
ism. Above the tumult of the struggle 


has resounded the crash of thrones. The 
Hapsburgs, the Hohenzollerns, the Ro- 
manoffs, with a host of lesser houses, 
have been swept away in the general 
upheaval. It is, of course, possible, and 
even probable, that there will be in some 
places reaction against this 
Suffering and despair, habits of thought 


may cause certain peoples to turn for sal- 
to monarchy. But 
these tendencies can be only sporadic. 
Liberalism in the places where recently 
it was most despised has come to satay. 
Nor can the work of freeing the op- 
pressed nationalities of Central Europe 
ever be undone. To the Poles, the Bo- 
hemians, the Slovenes, the Croats, the 
great struggle will probably be known 
as the war of liveration. For them the 
horrible suffering of the past five years 
has not been in vain, for it has brought 
them independence and a chance to 
work out for themselves their place in 
the social fabric of the world. It is 
hard to conceive of any future develop- 
ment which can destroy their new-found 
liberty and restore the fron hand of the 


| oppressor. 


More than this it would be unwise to 
ray. The war will not be succeeded by 
the millenilim. Before us lies not a fu- 
ture of universal peace and good will, a 
heaven, as it were, won. by our ordeal 
of fire. No league of peace can prevent 
hostility. So long as human nature re- 
mains unchanged it is to be feared that 
men will fight when their vital interests 
clash. And unfortunately it yet remains 
to be seen whether the war has tended 
to reconcile conflicting heman interests 
or to set them more than ever at cross 
purposes. 

But disappointing as the war may be

American Troops Coming ~ 
Back From Europe Faster @ 
Than They Were Sent Ove: 
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All Except Five Regular Divisions Will 


Home During July Unless ‘‘Unfore- 


seen Develops.”

WASHINGTON, May 39.—All! the 
American troops in Europe, with the 
exception of five regular divisions to- 
taling 200,000 men, will be home dur- 
ing the month of July. When those 
200,000 will get home depends upon 
Germany, upon the action of the 
United States Senate and other delays 
that may arise elsewhere in ratify- 
ing the peace treaty or setting up a 
league of nations to carry out the 
provisions of the treaty. 

If the American Senate {fs the only 
body that declines to ratify the 
treaty, a state of peace will, of 
course, have been proclaimed be- 
tween Great Britain, France and 
Germany. If the league of nations 
is to be abandoned because of the 
refusal by the American Senate to 
sanction its organization, some other 
structure to preserve peace in Europe 
will be required. Until it is defi- 
nitely determined what that struc- 
ture is, American troops probably 
will be asked for by the Entente 
Governments to assist in preserving 
the status quo. Five divisions of 200,- 
000 men seems to be the number 
which will remain in Europe until 
there is no question about the fu- 
ture. ° 

Contain Many Drafted Men. 

Those regujar divisions contain 
many drafted men. The offtcers are 
mostly those who have been in the 
regular army or have applied for 
commissions with the regulars and, 
desiring to make a profession of sol- 
diering, are not so anxious to return 
to@the United States. Indeed, the 
War Department is besieged with 
just aS many requests for the return 
of these regular units as any others 
in Europe. But while the parents 
may be anxious to have them back, 


the majority of the men in the fiv® 


regular divisions are said to be sat- 
isfied to see the job through. 

If the treaty is ratified on all sides 
and peace is proclaimed in July, eren 
those five regular divisions would be 
home by the last of August, as there 
would be plenty of tonnage to carry 
that number home in a single month. 
as the average monthly capacity of 
the ships at our disposal is more than 
300,000. 

During the week ending May 
for example, 153,870 troops set sail 
trom Europe for the United States. 
On the latter date we had 171.900 
men on the sea and 840.000 men in 
Europe, which includes the five rev- 
ular divisions referred to above, and 
the hospital organization. War De- 
partment officials calculate that be- 
tween now and the middle of Julv 
the remaining 640,000 men will have 
set sail for home. Enlistments are 
increasing, having reached a total of 
38,487. These men are rapidly be- 
ing sent to France to relieve men ir: 
the regular divisions who have en- 
listed only for the duration of the 
war.
